The first State Convention of 
the Church of God ever held in 
the State of Michigan, conven- 
ed at the Sebewa church, near 
Lake Odessa, Mich., May 29, to

Merrifield, of Sun- 
field, Mich. 

Saints rejoiced and shouted, 
testified and danced under the 
mighty power of God. Truly 
God was with us from the very 
beginning. 

After this Bro. M. L. Lowe, 
pastor of the Pontiac church, 
brought the message using for 
a text a part of Heb. 11; show- 
ing how we ought to believe God 
for what we ask, and to mix 
works and prayers with faith 
pve expect greater things of 


This was followed by a good 
altar service which lasted till 
past midnight, 

Saturday at 11:00 a. m. we 
again met and after songs and 
prayers Bro. Chas. Cook, pastor 
of the Sebewa church gave an 
address of welcome, which sure 
was a blessing to us all. 

This was followed by re- 
sponses from Brothers J. G. 
Bregg, of Jackson, Herbert 
Maguire, of Hamburg, and M. L. 
Lowe, of Detroit. Some may 
wonder why this was not at the 
first service, but many of the 
saints could not get there until 
Saturday. About 1 o’clock din- 
ner was spread on a long table 
near by in a nice shady lawn 
where about 175 enjoyed the 
temporal blessings, prepared by 
the good sisters. At 3:00 p. m. 
we gathered at the bank of 
Grand River seven miles away 
where about-200 people watched 
Bro. Chas. Cook and M. L. 
Lowe as they led 18 saints down 
into the water, and _ baptized 
them; the presence of the Lord 
Was so great that even sinners 
were melted to tears. 

At 7:00 p. m. we gathered at 
the church again and after 
songs'‘and prayers we finally 
managed to get quiet enough to 
listen to a special song by Bro. 
Wm. McCurdy and others fol- 
lowed by a sermon by Mrs. M. 
P. Cross, from Acts 4:32. “And 
the multitude of them that be- 
lieved were of one heart and of 
One soul.” 

We felt it was good to be 
there. 

After this we observed the 
Lord’s supper and feet washing. 
I never have seen or felt the 


presence of the Lord in a more! 


sacred way than while we ob- 
served the Lord’s supper. 

The altar that reached across 
the house and was used to kneel 
before as the sacrament was 
administered was filled seven 
times, 12 each time. Among the 
number was a Baptist and also 
Free Methodist preacher.

be no better plan of equal dis- 
tribution of the burden of the 
finance than that which was 
being practiced by the Jews, he 
knew that every Jew knew the 
God given plan of equalizing the 
financial burden, so Paul calls 
the attention of the Church of 
God at Corinth, “Now therefore 
perform the doing of it* * * a 
performance out of that which 
ye have.” 

“For if there be first a willing 
mind, it is accepted according to 
that a man hath.” 

Paul says, Take it out of that 
which you have, and this to be 
done on the first day of the 
week, but if the man hasn’t any 
thing to take out of on each first 
day, his willing mind is accept- 
ed, but if you have money to 
take out of and do not take it 
out He will not accept your will- 
ing mind, because your willing 
mind is to keep that which be- 
longs to the Lord. 

According As Prospered 

How do you know this to have 
reference to tithes? Well he 
says, “give out of that you have 
according as God has prospered 
you, I do not want some to be 


I want this done on an equal 
footing for all. How then could 
this have been arranged to make 
it equal? If one man at the end 


to the amount of one hundred 
dollars his portion to pay would 
have been ten dollars, while his 
neighbor was due to pay only 
one dollar, having prospered 
only to the amount of ten dol- 
lars, another man has made 
one dollar, his prorata is ten 
cents, another man who is sick 
didn’t have anything to report, 
therefore his requirement of the 
Lord is a willing mind. This is 
equality, but the man who has 
not a willing mind and puts it 
into action has pushed the bur- 
den off on his brother. 

Some will try to get around 
this by saying, This wasn’t the 
ministers. that the churches 
were taking care of, but the 
poor saints.”
